This booklet is intended for Canadian groups, organiza- 
tions, and individuals interested in sponsoring refugees 
for immigration to Canada. It explains Canada’s refu- 
gee sponsorship program, outlining what sponsorship 
means, who can sponsor, the responsibilities of sponsors, 
how to apply, and the funds and other resources required. 
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Introduction 


In the world today, there are millions of refugees without 
a homeland. New outflows of displaced people are oc- 
curring at a faster rate than ever before in history, and 
they involve many more people. 

Resettlement in another country is necessary for only 
a minority of these refugees, but for them, resettlement 
can be crucial to survival. 

Canada is one of the few nations that accepts 
refugees seeking freedom in a new land, and it has tradi- 
tionally played a key role in resettlement programs. In 
fact, for humanitarian reasons it has accepted more than 
400,000 refugees since World War II. 

In 1978, a new program was introduced to encourage 
Canadians to get involved in refugee resettlement in a 
direct and personal way by forming private sponsorship 
groups. This program is not part of the government’s an- 
nually announced plan to accept and assist a certain 
number of refugees from specified world areas. Rather, 
through sponsorship, the government’s annual refugee 
plan can be augmented through the special commitments 
of Canadian citizens and permanent residents. No limit 
is set on the number or origin of privately sponsored 
refugees; this is governed by the generosity of concerned 
Canadians. 

This collaborative effort between the government 
and the private sector to help the less fortunate in the 
world has worked well. During the Indochinese ‘‘boat 
people’’ crisis of 1979 and 1980, 60,000 refugees were 
brought to Canada. Private groups and organizations 
sponsored 34,000 of these, while the federal government 
sponsored 26,000. 

Since then, the response of Canadians to the plight 
of the world’s refugees has settled at a level closer to 
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Canada’s historical level of assistance. However, the 
number of people needing settlement assistance is still 
cause for real concern, as strife-ridden areas throughout 
the world continue to create more refugees. 

Concerned Canadians can continue to play a major 
role in helping relieve the suffering of the world’s refugees 
by participating in the Refugee Sponsorship Program. To 
learn more about how to take part in this program, please 
read on. 
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What is sponsorship? 


Through sponsorship, Canadians can bring to Canada 
refugees in whom they have a special interest or who 
would otherwise not be eligible for settlement here. There 
is no limit to the number of refugees that can be admit- 
ted in this way. 

Canadians who undertake sponsorship of a refugee 
or refugee family promise to provide resettlement 
assistance for a period of one year. This aid must cater 
to both the physical and emotional needs of the refugees, 
including food, clothing and shelter, as well as friend- 
ship and moral support. 

A commitment to help refugees must not be taken 
lightly — sponsors must be prepared to accept both the 
strengths and the weaknesses of the people they sponsor, 
and to offer understanding as well as personal interest. 
Most refugees will need the serious and sustained sup- 
port of their sponsors, including assistance to: 


m establish social and employment links in their 
community; 


= find suitable accommodation; 
m learn about Canadian culture and values; and 


@ find and use local services (banks, schools, stores, doc- 
tors, dentists, churches, etc.). 


A sponsor’s personal care and attention are as im- 
portant as helping the refugees meet their basic physical 
needs. 
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Who can be sponsored 


The Refugee Sponsorship Program helps two groups of 
refugees outside Canada’s borders. 

The first group consists of Convention refugees, as 
defined in the Immigration Act, which follows the Geneva 
Convention. These people have a well-founded fear of 
persecution. This fear may be for reasons of race, religion, 
nationality, political opinion, or membership in a certain 
social group. 

The second group includes persons oppressed in their 
Own country or displaced by emergency situations, such 
as war or revolution. These refugees are described in 
special designated classes and admitted to Canada under 
the same selection criteria applied to Convention refugees. 
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Who can sponsor 


Canadians can provide direct resettlement assistance in 


two ways.

Groups of at least five Canadian citizens or perma- 
nent residents of legal age may sign individual 
agreements with the Canada Employment and 
Immigration Commission (CEIC) through their local 
Canada Immigration Centre. Local, legally 
incorporated organizations may also do so. 


At least five persons are required so that sponsorship 
duties can be shared. If one member is unable to meet 
a commitment, the task will be done by another and 
the refugee will not suffer. A smaller group would pos- 
sibly lack the resources necessary to help the refugees 
integrate into Canadian society. 


National or parent bodies may sign a formal Letter 
of Agreement with the Minister of Employment and 
Immigration. Through this contract, the parent body 
assumes full responsibility for the sponsorships of its 
member groups. 
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Responsibilities of sponsors 


Groups have certain responsibilities to the refugees they 
sponsor. These duties begin the day the refugees arrive 
in the community and continue for one year. The federal 
government also provides specific services. Both are 
outlined below. 

Refugees are not expected to repay their sponsors 
for resettlement assistance. However, sponsoring groups 
will not be held responsible if the refugees develop ex- 
cessive debts or are sued or arrested. 

The following services are provided by sponsors. 


Material assistance 


The dwellings must provide space and facilities adequate 
for all members of the refugee family. 

Sponsors must provide the refugees with material 
assistance for one year. This consists of household ef- 
fects, furnished accommodation, food, clothing, and in- 
cidental expenses. 

If the refugees become self-supporting before the end 
of their first year in Canada, sponsors will pay fewer ex- 
penses. However, if refugees are laid off work, sponsors 
must resume material assistance until the end of the year. 
Sponsored refugees are not eligible for welfare support 
during their first twelve months in Canada, although they 
can receive unemployment insurance benefits if they have 
completed a sufficient number of weeks of work and 
qualify in other respects. They may also be eligible for 
allowances while on general language training courses. 
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Health care 


Upon arrival in Canada, refugees are eligible for health 
care coverage under most provincial hospital and medical 
insurance plans. Groups should ensure that the refugees 
are registered immediately. 

Health insurance plans vary between provinces. In 
some, the insurance takes effect after a certain waiting 
period; in such cases, sponsors must arrange private in- 
surance coverage or pay health care costs until the pro- 
vincial plan takes effect. In other provinces, sponsors may 
be required to pay insurance premiums for the first twelve 
months. Detailed information and application forms on 
provincial insurance plans are available from the depart- 
ment of health or the insurance plan authority in the pro- 
vince concerned. 

Routine dental care, eye glasses, and drugs are not 
normally covered under provincial plans. As many 
refugees have had little such health care before coming 
to Canada, it is important that sponsors set aside enough 
money to look after these needs. Costs for such health 
care can be expensive, especially if a group is sponsoring 
more than one refugee. 

Before departure for Canada, all immigrants and 
refugees must undergo medical examinations. These in- 
clude physical and medical history checks, with chest 
X-rays and other tests as indicated by health conditions 
in the refugee’s home country. Provincial health officials 
in Canada are advised of persons who have had com- 
municable diseases or minor health problems that require 
follow-up on arrival. In any event, refugees should be 
put in touch with a family doctor as soon as they arrive 
in Canada. 
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General orientation and moral support 


The emotional and practical support of sponsors are vital- 
ly important to the resettlement of refugees. 

To provide this support, sponsors should meet the 
refugees on their arrival; should ensure they are comfor- 
tably housed and clothed; and should guarantee they have 
sufficient food and other basic necessities. Thereafter, 
they should meet the refugees regularly, helping them 
learn about their community. The refugees should be told 
about their rights — what is legal and what is not — about 
transportation to schools, about recreation areas. They 
must also be shown how and where to shop; what to buy; 
and where to go for community and governmental ser- 
vices. Refugees from some countries may also have to 
be taught to use electrical appliances, furnaces, and the 
like. 

This knowledge, and the sponsors’ personal involve- 
ment and friendship, will reassure refugees, allowing them 
to make the difficult adjustment to a new culture easier. 
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Services provided by the 
federal government 


Transportation loans 


Refugees can obtain interest-free government loans to 
cover their travel costs to Canada. These are to be repaid 
within five years if the amount exceeds $3,000; for smaller 
sums, the repayment period is shorter. The repayment 
period can be extended by up to two years, if the original 
terms cause undue hardship for the refugee. Transpor- 
tation costs to handicapped refugees are often excused. 


Temporary medical assistance 


During the interval between when the refugees are ad- 
mitted to Canada and when they reach their final destina- 
tion in the country, the cost of any emergency will be 
covered by the federal government. This includes medical, 
dental, and hospital care. 


Employment services 


Canada Employment Centres (CECs) provide job 
counselling and placement services to refugees; however, 
it is important that sponsors help refugees in their job 
search. The personal references and contacts of sponsors 
are often needed for the refugees to find suitable job 
openings, arrange interviews, and set up appointments. 

Before looking for work, refugees should obtain a 
Social Insurance Number (SIN) from a Canada Employ- 
ment Centre. The SIN card shows that the refugee is legal- 
ly allowed to work in Canada. 

If laid off due to no personal fault, the refugee may 
be eligible for unemployment insurance benefits. If this 
happens, the refugee should contact the nearest CEC. 
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Language training 


A refugee’s chances of becoming a fully independent 
member of Canadian society depends in large part on 
fluency in English or French. Ability in either language 
increases the refugee’s job prospects, social well-being, 
chances for education, and economic independence. 

Government-sponsored language courses are 
available to refugees intending to enter the labour force. 
These are provided through the refugee’s local CEC, and 
trainees receive a living allowance while they attend 
courses. These allowances may not cover all living ex- 
penses, so sponsors should be prepared to continue pro- 
viding support. 

Refugees not entering the work force should be en- 
couraged to attend part-time language courses usually of- 
fered at local schools or community centres. Fluency in 
English or French will help counter feelings of alienation, 
loneliness, and dependance. 


Occupational training 


If needed and available, refugees should enroll in 
government-sponsored full-time skills upgrading courses, 
arranged through the local CEC. As with the language 
courses, a living allowance may be provided while the 
refugee trains. 

As with employment, the access of refugees to oc- 
cupational training depends to a large degree on language 
proficiency. As refugees must compete with Canadians 
for acceptance into these courses, those proficient in 
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English or French will have a better chance of being ad- 
mitted. Once accepted, their chances of success will also 
be greatly affected by their language ability. 


Family allowance 


Refugees are eligible for family allowance benefits and 
other social assistance programs available to Canadian 
citizens and permanent residents. However, for the 
refugees to qualify for such benefits, their dependants 
must be present in Canada or, having been admitted to 
the country, be absent for a temporary period only. 


On-going support 


During the period of sponsorship, officers of the CEIC 
will monitor the progress of all sponsorship groups and 
organizations. If sponsors encounter problems, they 
should call their Canada Immigration Centre for help. 
Officers there are experienced in refugee resettlement and 
can give worthwhile advice concerning sponsorship 
commitments. 

Additional support is available from many volun- 
tary immigrant aid organizations accross Canada. These 
agencies are experienced in providing services to 
newcomers such as counselling, orientation, interpreta- 
tion, and referral. For information concerning agencies 
in your area, please contact the nearest Canada Immigra- 
tien Centre. 
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Joint assistance program 


The joint assistance program assists refugees who, because 
of a handicap or other special need, would not normally 
qualify for admission to Canada. Through this plan, the 
federal and provincial governments provide general set- 
tlement services, including maintenance costs (food, 
Shelter, and incidentals) and health and rehabilitation 
care; private groups offer community orientation services, 
such as job search counselling, child care, transportation, 
and psychological support. Sponsorship is usually for a 
Oone- or two-year term. Only member groups of national 
organizations who have signed sponsorship agreements 
with the CEIC can participate in this program. 
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Funds and resources 
required to sponsor 


It is difficult to estimate how much it will cost to spon- 
sor a refugee or a refugee family. Regional differences 
in costs of living, the number of refugees sponsored, and 
the number and quality of donated items must be con- 
sidered. Each group of sponsors should make their own 
calculations based on local prices for food, accommoda- 
tion, and related material needs. 

Sponsors should also develop a plan to help the 
refugees manage their financial matters. Such a plan 
would include advancing the refugees a certain sum of 
money on a regular basis. In that way, the refugees will 
learn to budget for themselves and will attain a sense of 
independence and responsibility. 

Sponsors should set aside enough money to support 
the refugees for one year. Refugees usually become self- 
supporting within eight months after coming to Canada; 
however, this time may be longer — particularly in dif- 
ficult economic times. If after one year the refugees are 
still not self-sufficient, the sponsor’s legal obligation to 
assist them ends. In these cases, which are not numerous, 
government funding is available to help them until they 
can support themselves. 

Sponsors should note that refugees enrolled in 
language or skills training courses usually take longer to 
become self-supporting. 


Payments made to sponsoring groups or organizations 
can qualify as donations and are deductible for income 
tax purposes. The group must first be registered as a 
charity with Revenue Canada. For further information, ask 
Revenue Canada for its Information Circular on Registered 
Charities, No. 80-10R. 
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Applying to sponsor 


Groups planning to undertake sponsorship should con- 
tact their local Canada Immigration Centre (CIC) and 
arrange to meet with a counsellor. 

At the CIC, local sponsorship groups will be asked 
to describe their group’s composition, size, and history. 
Members may also need to show proof of citizenship or 
residence, as well as evidence of income and other avail- 
able resources. 

However, the members of your group may belong 
to a national or parent organization which has signed a 
sponsorship agreement with the Minister of Employment 
and Immigration (see ‘‘Master agreement holders’’ for 
a list of these bodies). In this case, you need only obtain 
a letter of approval from your parent body stating the 
number of refugees your group will sponsor. This letter 
should be taken to your local CIC, where the necessary 
sponsorship forms will be signed. 

All groups will be required to complete an ‘‘Inten- 
tion to Sponsor a Refugee or Member of a Designated 
Class’’ form. A plan for sponsorship should be attached; 
it should outline how your group plans to raise the need- 
ed funds; the resources available for housing, clothing, 
food, furniture, job counselling, and medical and dental 
care; and the specific duties of each group member. 

The CIC will assess your group’s application to en- 
sure that you have arranged for reception and settlement 
and that your group has sufficient resources, skills, and 
resolve to meet its obligations. 

Once the CIC has accepted the application, you will 
be asked to list some basic facts about the type of refugee 
or refugee family your group feels best equipped to help. 
If you have a particular person or refugee family you wish

to sponsor, you should list their names, dates of birth, 
addresses, etc., on the form. Your application will then 
be sent to the appropriate visa office abroad. The per- 
sons named will be interviewed to establish whether they 
meet the criteria for Convention Refugees or Designated 
Class immigrants, as well as normal immigration 
requirements. 

If you do not wish to name a particular refugee or 
refugee family, you will be asked to specify the type of 
individual or family your group wishes to help. As well, 
you should be prepared to outline your preferences regar- 
ding their ages, from what world area you would like 
them to come, the number in the family, and related facts. 
The CIC will send your application to a central Cana- 
dian office that keeps files on families who need spon- 
sorship. You will then be given details about an individual 
or family who meets your needs, and asked to decide 
whether your group wishes to assist. 
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Waiting for the refugees 


The time taken to identify and bring refugees to Canada 
varies from a few months to a year or more. A deter- 
mining factor is the situation in the country where the 
refugees are located. As well, the refugees may be in 
remote camps, hard to reach by Canada immigration of- 
ficers who must interview them. 

It usually takes a minimum of six months from the 
date the application to sponsor is accepted by the Canada 
Immigration Centre to the refugees’ arrival in Canada. 
In certain cases it may be longer, so you cannot make 
firm commitments for housing or employment. You will 
normally receive a notice of the refugees’ expected ar- 
rival date a week in advance. When you are advised, be 
prepared to act quickly. 

While you are waiting for the refugees’ arrival, there 
are many preparations to be made. The refugees will need 
a warm welcome, money, food, shelter, and other 
material goods. 

Many of the refugees will have had traumatic ex- 
periences on the journey from their homeland. After their 
arrival, they will need time to recover before starting to 
adapt to their new surroundings. During this initial 
period, they will also require your understanding and 
moral support. They will need friends aware of the many 
differences that they face and of their sense of loss and 
Shock upon entering an unknown country and culture. 

Sponsors who learn all they can about the refugees’ 
background, culture, language, customs, social values, 
and religious beliefs — as well as the hardships endured 
in finding their way to Canada — will be best able to give 
the encouragement and support needed to help them 
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rebuild their lives. Armed with this understanding of the 
background of your refugees, you should start planning 
for their arrival. 

The most successful sponsoring groups are those that 
are stable and homogeneous, and whose members have 
strictly defined roles. These groups have a formal struc- 
ture and have regular meetings where planning, discus- 
sion, and decisions take place. A committee structure, 
with a chairperson, has proven effective. Under this plan, 
the committee assigns certain group members to take care 
of housing, clothing, furnishings, food, language and/or 
job training, employment, health, personal support, and 
funding. 

Preparation for the refugees’ immediate arrival 
should include a plan indicating which members will help 
the refugees get settled and cope with the everyday pro- 
blems they are likely to meet. The plan should also pro- 
vide for continuing human support and encouragement 
shared by group members. 

Sponsors who cannot speak the language of the 
refugees should locate an interpreter; your local im- 
migrant aid society may help you in this respect. You 
should also find a family physician and dentist, and ar- 
range for other essential family services. 

Other useful guidance is available from local ethnic 
and immigrant service associations. Contact your local 
CIC for a list of these bodies. 

You may also wish to contact your provincial 
ministry responsible for immigration. 
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Other ways to help refugees 


Persons who are not a member of a sponsorship group 
but are interested in helping refugees may: 


m contact the local immigrant aid organization, ap- 
propriate ethnic groups, or CEC, and volunteer to help 
either by offers of accommodation, employment, or 
furniture in good condition, or by helping the refugees 
find their way in the community, or 


m get in touch with other interested individuals, communi- 
ty or church groups, and form a sponsoring group. 
Two or more groups may wish to join together, shar- 
ing resources for the purpose of sponsoring.

National or parent bodies may sign a formal Letter 
of Agreement with the Minister of State for Immigra- 
tion. Through this contract, the parent body assumes 
full responsibility for the sponsorships of its member 
groups. These groups must consist of five or more 
Canadian citizens or permanent residents of legal age. 
They provide the actual support and services to the 
refugees. 


At least five persons are required so that sponsorship 
duties can be shared. If one member is unable to meet 
a commitment, the task will be done by another and 
the refugee will not suffer. A smaller group would 
possibly lack the resources necessary to help the 
refugees integrate into Canadian society. 
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Responsibilities of sponsors 


Groups have certain responsibilities to the refugees they 
sponsor. These duties begin the day the refugees arrive 
in the community and continue for one year. The federal 
government also provides specific services. Both are 
outlined below. 

Refugees are not expected to repay their sponsors 
for resettlement assistance. However, sponsoring groups 
will not be held responsible if the refugees develop ex- 
cessive debts or are sued or arrested. 

The following services are provided by sponsors. 


Material assistance 


The dwellings must provide space and facilities adequate 
for all members of the refugee family. 

Sponsors must provide the refugees with material 
assistance for one year. This consists of household ef- 
fects, furnished accommodation, food, clothing, and in- 
cidental expenses. 

If the refugees become self-supporting before the end 
of their first year in Canada, sponsors will pay fewer ex- 
penses. However, if refugees are laid off work, sponsors 
must resume material assistance until the end of the year. 
Sponsored refugees are not eligible for welfare support 
during their first twelve months in Canada, although they 
can receive unemployment insurance benefits if they have 
completed a sufficient number of weeks of work and 
qualify in other respects. They may also be eligible for 
allowances while on general language training courses. 
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Health care 


Upon arrival in Canada, refugees are eligible for health 
care coverage under most provincial hospital and medical 
insurance plans. Groups should ensure that the refugees 
are registered immediately. 

Health insurance plans vary between provinces. In 
some, the insurance takes effect after a certain waiting 
period; in such cases, sponsors must arrange private in- 
surance coverage or pay health care costs until the pro- 
vincial plan takes effect. In other provinces, sponsors may 
be required to pay insurance premiums for the first twelve 
months. Detailed information and application forms on 
provincial insurance plans are available from the depart- 
ment of health or the insurance plan authority in the pro- 
vince concerned. 

Routine dental care, eye glasses, and drugs are not 
normally covered under provincial plans. As many 
refugees have had little such health care before coming 
to Canada, it is important that sponsors set aside enough 
money to look after these needs. Costs for such health 
care can be expensive, especially if a group is sponsoring 
more than one refugee. 

Before departure for Canada, all immigrants and 
refugees must undergo medical examinations. These in- 
clude physical and medical history checks, with chest 
X-rays and other tests as indicated by health conditions 
in the refugee’s home country. Provincial health officials 
in Canada are advised of persons who have had com- 
municable diseases or minor health problems that require 
follow-up on arrival. In any event, refugees should be 
put in touch with a family doctor as soon as they arrive 
in Canada. 
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General orientation and moral support 


The emotional and practical support of sponsors are vital- 
ly important to the resettlement of refugees. 

To provide this support, sponsors should meet the 
refugees on their arrival; should ensure they are comfor- 
tably housed and clothed; and should guarantee they have 
sufficient food and other basic necessities. Thereafter, 
they should meet the refugees regularly, helping them 
learn about their community. The refugees should be told 
about their rights — what is legal and what is not — about 
transportation to schools, about recreation areas. They 
must also be shown how and where to shop; what to buy; 
and where to go for community and governmental ser- 
vices. Refugees from some countries may also have to 
be taught to use electrical appliances, furnaces, and the 
like. 

This knowledge, and the sponsors’ personal involve- 
ment and friendship, will reassure refugees, allowing them 
to make the difficult adjustment to a new culture easier. 
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Services provided by the 
federal government 


Transportation loans 


Refugees can obtain interest-free government loans to 
cover their travel costs to Canada. These are to be repaid 
within five years if the amount exceeds $3,000; for smaller 
sums, the repayment period is shorter. The repayment 
period can be extended by up to two years, if the original 
terms cause undue hardship for the refugee. Transpor- 
tation costs to handicapped refugees are often excused. 


Temporary medical assistance 


During the interval between when the refugees are ad- 
mitted to Canada and when they reach their final destina- 
tion in the country, the cost of any emergency will be 
covered by the federal government. This includes medical, 
dental, and hospital care. 


Employment services 


Canada Employment Centres (CECs) provide job 
counselling and placement services to refugees; however, 
it is important that sponsors help refugees in their job 
search. The personal references and contacts of sponsors 
are often needed for the refugees to find suitable job 
openings, arrange interviews, and set up appointments. 

Before looking for work, refugees should obtain a 
Social Insurance Number (SIN) from a Canada Employ- 
ment Centre. The SIN card shows that the refugee is legal- 
ly allowed to work in Canada. 

If laid off due to no personal fault, the refugee may 
be eligible for unemployment insurance benefits. If this 
happens, the refugee should contact the nearest CEC. 
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Language training 


A refugee’s chances of becoming a fully independent 
member of Canadian society depends in large part on 
fluency in English or French. Ability in either language 
increases the refugee’s job prospects, social well-being, 
chances for education, and economic independence. 

Government-sponsored language courses are 
available to refugees intending to enter the labour force. 
These are provided through the refugee’s local CEC, and 
trainees receive a living allowance while they attend 
courses. These allowances may not cover all living ex- 
penses, so sponsors should be prepared to continue pro- 
viding support. 

Refugees not entering the work force should be en- 
couraged to attend part-time language courses usually of- 
fered at local schools or community centres. Fluency in 
English or French will help counter feelings of alienation, 
loneliness, and dependance. 


Occupational training 


If needed and available, refugees should enroll in 
government-sponsored full-time skills upgrading courses, 
arranged through the local CEC. As with the language 
courses, a living allowance may be provided while the 
refugee trains. 

As with employment, the access of refugees to oc- 
cupational training depends to a large degree on language 
proficiency. As refugees must compete with Canadians 
for acceptance into these courses, those proficient in 
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English or French will have a better chance of being ad- 
mitted. Once accepted, their chances of success will also 
be greatly affected by their language ability. 


Family allowance 


Refugees are eligible for family allowance benefits and 
other social assistance programs available to Canadian 
citizens and permanent residents. However, for the 
refugees to qualify for such benefits, their dependants 
must be present in Canada or, having been admitted to 
the country, be absent for a temporary period only. 


On-going support 


During the period of sponsorship, officers of the CEIC 
will monitor the progress of all sponsorship groups and 
organizations. If sponsors encounter problems, they 
should call their Canada Immigration Centre for help. 
Officers there are experienced in refugee resettlement and 
can give worthwhile advice concerning sponsorship 
commitments. 

Additional support is available from many volun- 
tary immigrant aid organizations accross Canada. These 
agencies are experienced in providing services to 
newcomers such as counselling, orientation, interpreta- 
tion, and referral. For information concerning agencies 
in your area, please contact the nearest Canada Immigra- 
tion Centre. 
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Joint assistance program 


The joint assistance program assists refugees who, because 
of a handicap or other special need, would not normally 
qualify for admission to Canada. Through this plan, the 
federal and provincial governments provide general set- 
tlement services, including maintenance costs (food, 
shelter, and incidentals) and health and rehabilitation 
care; private groups offer community orientation services, 
such as job search counselling, child care, transportation, 
and psychological support. Sponsorship is usually for a 
Oone- or two-year term. Only member groups of national 
organizations who have signed sponsorship agreements 
with the CEIC can participate in this program. 
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Funds and resources 
required to sponsor 


It is difficult to estimate how much it will cost to spon- 
sor a refugee or a refugee family. Regional differences 
in costs of living, the number of refugees sponsored, and 
the number and quality of donated items must be con- 
sidered. Each group of sponsors should make their own 
calculations based on local prices for food, accommoda- 
tion, and related material needs. 

Sponsors should also develop a plan to help the 
refugees manage their financial matters. Such a plan 
would include advancing the refugees a certain sum of 
money on a regular basis. In that way, the refugees will 
learn to budget for themselves and will attain a sense of 
independence and responsibility. 

Sponsors should set aside enough money to support 
the refugees for one year. Refugees usually become self- 
supporting within eight months after coming to Canada; 
however, this time may be longer — particularly in dif- 
ficult economic times. If after one year the refugees are 
still not self-sufficient, the sponsor’s legal obligation to 
assist them ends. In these cases, which are not numerous, 
government funding is available to help them until they 
can support themselves. 

Sponsors should note that refugees enrolled in 
language or skills training courses usually take longer to 
become self-supporting. 


Payments made to sponsoring groups or organizations 
can qualify as donations and are deductible for income 
tax purposes. The group must first be registered as a 
charity with Revenue Canada. For further information, ask 
Revenue Canada for its Information Circular on Registered 
Charities, No. 80-10R. 
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Applying to sponsor 


Groups planning to undertake sponsorship should con- 
tact their local Canada Immigration Centre (CIC) and 
arrange to meet with a counsellor. 

At the CIC, local sponsorship groups will be asked 
to describe their group’s composition, size, and history. 
Members may also need to show proof of citizenship or 
residence, as well as evidence of income and other 
available resources. 

However, the members of your group may belong 
to a national or parent organization which has signed a 
sponsorship agreement with the Minister of State for Im- 
migration (see ‘‘Master agreement holders’’ for a list of 
these bodies). In this case, you need only obtain a letter 
of approval from your parent body stating the number 
of refugees your group will sponsor. This letter should 
be taken to your local CIC, where the necessary spon- 
sorship forms will be signed. 

All groups will be required to complete an ‘‘Inten- 
tion to Sponsor a Refugee or Member of a Designated 
Class’’ form. A plan for sponsorship should be attach- 
ed; it should outline how your group plans to raise the 
needed funds; the resources available for housing, 
clothing, food, furniture, job counselling, and medical 
and dental care; and the specific duties of each group 
member. 

The CIC will assess your group’s application to en- 
sure that you have arranged for reception and settlement 
and that your group has sufficient resources, skills, and 
resolve to meet its obligations. 

Once the CIC has accepted the application, you will 
be asked to list some basic facts about the type of refugee 
or refugee family your group feels best equipped to help. 
If you have a particular person or refugee family you wish 
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to sponsor, you should list their names, dates of birth, 
addresses, etc., on the form. Your application will then 
be sent to the appropriate visa office abroad. The per- 
sons named will be interviewed to establish whether they 
meet the criteria for Convention Refugees or Designated 
Class immigrants, as well as normal immigration 
requirements. 

If you do not wish to name a particular refugee or 
refugee family, you will be asked to specify the type of 
individual or family your group wishes to help. As well, 
you should be prepared to outline your preferences regar- 
ding their ages, from what world area you would like 
them to come, the number in the family, and related facts. 
The CIC will send your application to a central Cana- 
dian office that keeps files on families who need spon- 
sorship. You will then be given details about an individual 
or family who meets your needs, and asked to decide 
whether your group wishes to assist. 
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Waiting for the refugees 


The time taken to identify and bring refugees to Canada 
varies from a few months to a year or more. A deter- 
mining factor is the situation in the country where the 
refugees are located. As well, the refugees may be in 
remote camps, hard to reach by Canada immigration of- 
ficers who must interview them. 

It usually takes a minimum of six months from the 
date the application to sponsor is accepted by the Canada 
Immigration Centre to the refugees’ arrival in Canada. 
In certain cases it may be longer, so you cannot make 
firm commitments for housing or employment. You will 
normally receive a notice of the refugees’ expected ar- 
rival date a week in advance. When you are advised, be 
prepared to act quickly. 

While you are waiting for the refugees’ arrival, there 
are many preparations to be made. The refugees will need 
a warm welcome, money, food, shelter, and other 
material goods. 

Many of the refugees will have had traumatic ex- 
periences on the journey from their homeland. After their 
arrival, they will need time to recover before starting to 
adapt to their new surroundings. During this initial 
period, they will also require your understanding and 
moral support. They will need friends aware of the many 
differences that they face and of their sense of loss and 
shock upon entering an unknown country and culture. 

Sponsors who learn all they can about the refugees’ 
background, culture, language, customs, social values, 
and religious beliefs — as well as the hardships endured 
in finding their way to Canada — will be best able to give 
the encouragement and support needed to help them 
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rebuild their lives. Armed with this understanding of the 
background of your refugees, you should start planning 
for their arrival. 

The most successful sponsoring groups are those that 
are stable and homogeneous, and whose members have 
strictly defined roles. These groups have a formal struc- 
ture and have regular meetings where planning, discus- 
sion, and decisions take place. A committee structure, 
with a chairperson, has proven effective. Under this plan, 
the committee assigns certain group members to take care 
of housing, clothing, furnishings, food, language and/or 
job training, employment, health, personal support, and 
funding. 

Preparation for the refugees’ immediate arrival 
should include a plan indicating which members will help 
the refugees get settled and cope with the everyday pro- 
blems they are likely to meet. The plan should also pro- 
vide for continuing human support and encouragement 
shared by group members. 

Sponsors who cannot speak the language of the 
refugees should locate an interpreter; your local im- 
migrant aid society may help you in this respect. You 
should also find a family physician and dentist, and ar- 
range for other essential family services. 

Other useful guidance is available from local ethnic 
and immigrant service associations. Contact your local 
CIC for a list of these bodies. 

You may also wish to contact your provincial 
ministry responsible for immigration. 
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Other ways to help refugees 


Persons who are not a member of a sponsorship group 
but are interested in helping refugees may: 


m contact the local immigrant aid organization, ap- 
propriate ethnic groups, or CEC, and volunteer to help 
either by offers of accommodation, employment, or 
furniture in good condition, or by helping the refugees 
find their way in the community, or 


m get in touch with other interested individuals, communi- 
ty or church groups, and form a sponsoring group. 
Two or more groups may wish to join together, shar- 
ing resources for the purpose of sponsoring.

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Preface 


This booklet is intended for Canadian groups, organiza- 
tions, and individuals interested in sponsoring refugees 
for immigration to Canada. It explains Canada’s refugee 
sponsorship program, outlining what sponsorship means, 
who can sponsor, the responsibilities of sponsors, how 
to apply, and the funds and other resources required. 
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Introduction 


In the world today, there are millions of refugees without 
a homeland. New outflows of displaced people are oc- 
curring at a faster rate than ever before in history, and 
they involve many more people. 

Resettlement in another country is necessary for only 
a minority of these refugees, but for them, resettlement 
can be crucial to survival. 

Canada is one of the few nations that accepts 
refugees seeking freedom in a new land, and it has tradi- 
tionally played a key role in resettlement programs. In 
fact, for humanitarian reasons it has accepted more than 
400,000 refugees since World War II. 

In 1978, anew program was introduced to encourage 
Canadians to get involved in refugee resettlement in a 
direct and personal way by forming private sponsorship 
groups. This program is not part of the government’s an- 
nually announced plan to accept and assist a certain 
number of refugees from specified world areas. Rather, 
through sponsorship, the government’s annual refugee 
plan can be augmented through the special commitments 
of Canadian citizens and permanent residents. No limit 
is set on the number or origin of privately sponsored 
refugees; this is governed by the generosity of concerned 
Canadians. 

This collaborative effort between the government 
and the private sector to help the less fortunate in the 
world has worked well. During the Indochinese ‘‘boat 
people’’ crisis of 1979 and 1980, 60,000 refugees were 
brought to Canada. Private groups and organizations 
sponsored 34,000 of these, while the federal government 
sponsored 26,000. 

Since then, the response of Canadians to the plight 
of the world’s refugees has settled at a level closer to 
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Canada’s historical level of assistance. However, the 
number of people needing settlement assistance is still 
cause for real concern, as strife-ridden areas throughout 
the world continue to create more refugees. 

Concerned Canadians can continue to play a major 
role in helping relieve the suffering of the world’s refugees 
by participating in the Refugee Sponsorship Program. To 
learn more about how to take part in this program, please 
read on. 
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What is sponsorship? 


Through sponsorship, Canadians can bring to Canada 
refugees in whom they have a special interest or who 
would otherwise not be eligible for settlement here. There 
is no limit to the number of refugees that can be admit- 
ted in this way. 

Canadians who undertake sponsorship of a refugee 
or refugee family promise to provide resettlement 
assistance for a period of one year. This aid must cater 
to both the physical and emotional needs of the refugees, 
including food, clothing and shelter, as well as friend- 
ship and moral support. 

A commitment to help refugees must not be taken 
lightly — sponsors must be prepared to accept both the 
strengths and the weaknesses of the people they sponsor, 
and to offer understanding as well as personal interest. 
Most refugees will need the serious and sustained sup- 
port of their sponsors, including assistance to: 


m establish social and employment links in their 
community; 


m find suitable accommodation; 
m learn about Canadian culture and values; and 


mw find and use local services (banks, schools, stores, doc- 
tors, dentists, churches, etc.). 


A sponsor’s personal care and attention are as im- 
portant as helping the refugees meet their basic physical 
needs. 
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Who can be sponsored 


The Refugee Sponsorship Program helps two groups of 
refugees outside Canada’s borders. 

The first group consists of Convention refugees, as 
defined in the Immigration Act, which follows the Geneva 
Convention. These people have a well-founded fear of 
persecution. This fear may be for reasons of race, religion, 
nationality, political opinion, or membership in a certain 
social group. 

The second group includes persons oppressed in their 
own country or displaced by emergency situations, such 
as war or revolution. These refugees are described in 
special designated classes and admitted to Canada under 
the same selection criteria applied to Convention refugees.

Canadians can provide direct resettlement assistance in

The emotional and practical support of sponsors are vital- 
ly important to the resettlement of refugees. 

To provide this support, sponsors should meet the 
refugees on their arrival; should ensure they are comfor- 
tably housed and clothed; and should guarantee they have 
sufficient food and other basic necessities. Thereafter, 
they should meet the refugees regularly, helping them 
learn about their community. The refugees should be told 
about their rights — what is legal and what is not — about 
transportation to schools, about recreation areas. They 
must also be shown how and where to shop; what to buy; 
and where to go for community and governmental ser- 
vices. Refugees from some countries may also have to 
be taught to use electrical appliances, furnaces, and the 
like. 

This knowledge, and the sponsors’ personal involve- 
ment and friendship, will reassure refugees, allowing them 
to make the difficult adjustment to a new culture easier. 
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Services provided by the 
federal government 


Transportation loans 


Refugees can obtain interest-free government loans to 
cover their travel costs to Canada. These are to be repaid 
within five years if the amount exceeds $3,000; for smaller 
sums, the repayment period is shorter. The repayment 
period can be extended by up to two years, if the original 
terms cause undue hardship for the refugee. Transpor- 
tation costs to handicapped refugees are often excused. 


Temporary medical assistance 


During the interval between when the refugees are ad- 
mitted to Canada and when they reach their final destina- 
tion in the country, the cost of any emergency will be 
covered by the federal government. This includes medical, 
dental, and hospital care. 


Employment services 


Canada Employment Centres (CECs) provide job 
counselling and placement services to refugees; however, 
it is important that sponsors help refugees in their job 
search. The personal references and contacts of sponsors 
are often needed for the refugees to find suitable job 
openings, arrange interviews, and set up appointments. 

Before looking for work, refugees should obtain a 
Social Insurance Number (SIN) from a Canada Employ- 
ment Centre. The SIN card shows that the refugee is legal- 
ly allowed to work in Canada. 

If laid off due to no personal fault, the refugee may 
be eligible for unemployment insurance benefits. If this 
happens, the refugee should contact the nearest CEC. 
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Language training 


A refugee’s chances of becoming a fully independent 
member of Canadian society depends in large part on 
fluency in English or French. Ability in either language 
increases the refugee’s job prospects, social well-being, 
chances for education, and economic independence. 

Government-sponsored language courses are 
available to refugees intending to enter the labour force. 
These are provided through the refugee’s local CEC, and 
trainees receive a living allowance while they attend 
courses. These allowances may not cover all living ex- 
penses, so sponsors should be prepared to continue pro- 
viding support. 

Refugees not entering the work force should be en- 
couraged to attend part-time language courses usually of- 
fered at local schools or community centres. Fluency in 
English or French will help counter feelings of alienation, 
loneliness, and dependance. 


Occupational training 


If needed and available, refugees should enroll in 
government-sponsored full-time skills upgrading courses, 
arranged through the local CEC. As with the language 
courses, a living allowance may be provided while the 
refugee trains. 

As with employment, the access of refugees to oc- 
cupational training depends to a large degree on language 
proficiency. As refugees must compete with Canadians 
for acceptance into these courses, those proficient in 
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English or French will have a better chance of being ad- 
mitted. Once accepted, their chances of success will also 
be greatly affected by their language ability. 


Family allowance 


Refugees are eligible for family allowance benefits and 
other social assistance programs available to Canadian 
citizens and permanent residents. However, for the 
refugees to qualify for such benefits, their dependants 
must be present in Canada or, having been admitted to 
the country, be absent for a temporary period only. 


On-going support 


During the period of sponsorship, officers of the CEIC 
will monitor the progress of all sponsorship groups and 
organizations. If sponsors encounter problems, they 
should call their Canada Immigration Centre for help. 
Officers there are experienced in refugee resettlement and 
can give worthwhile advice concerning sponsorship 
commitments. 

Additional support is available from many volun- 
tary immigrant aid organizations accross Canada. These 
agencies are experienced in providing services to 
newcomers such as counselling, orientation, interpreta- 
tion, and referral. For information concerning agencies 
in your area, please contact the nearest Canada Immigra- 
tien Centre. 
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Joint assistance program 


The joint assistance program assists refugees who, because 
of a handicap or other special need, would not normally 
qualify for admission to Canada. Through this plan, the 
federal and provincial governments provide general set- 
tlement services, including maintenance costs (food, 
shelter, and incidentals) and health and rehabilitation 
care; private groups offer community orientation services, 
such as job search counselling, child care, transportation, 
and psychological support. Sponsorship is usually for a 
One- or two-year term. Only member groups of national 
organizations who have signed sponsorship agreements 
with the CEIC can participate in this program. 
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Funds and resources 
required to sponsor 


It is difficult to estimate how much it will cost to spon- 
sor a refugee or a refugee family. Regional differences 
in costs of living, the number of refugees sponsored, and 
the number and quality of donated items must be con- 
sidered. Each group of sponsors should make their own 
calculations based on local prices for food, accommoda- 
tion, and related material needs. 

Sponsors should also develop a plan to help the 
refugees manage their financial matters. Such a plan 
would include advancing the refugees a certain sum of 
money on a regular basis. In that way, the refugees will 
learn to budget for themselves and will attain a sense of 
independence and responsibility. 

Sponsors should set aside enough money to support 
the refugees for one year. Refugees usually become self- 
supporting within eight months after coming to Canada; 
however, this time may be longer — particularly in dif- 
ficult economic times. If after one year the refugees are 
still not self-sufficient, the sponsor’s legal obligation to 
assist them ends. In these cases, which are not numerous, 
government funding is available to help them until they 
can support themselves. 

Sponsors should note that refugees enrolled in 
language or skills training courses usually take longer to 
become self-supporting. 


Payments made to sponsoring groups or organizations 
can qualify as donations and are deductible for income 
tax purposes. The group must first be registered as a 
charity with Revenue Canada. For further information, ask 
Revenue Canada for its Information Circular on Registered 
Charities, No. 80-10R. 
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Applying to sponsor 


Groups planning to undertake sponsorship should con- 
tact their local Canada Immigration Centre (CIC) and 
arrange to meet with a counsellor. 

At the CIC, local sponsorship groups will be asked 
to describe their group’s composition, size, and history. 
Members may also need to show proof of citizenship or 
residence, as well as evidence of income and other 
available resources. 

However, the members of your group may belong 
to a national or parent organization which has signed a 
sponsorship agreement with the Minister of State for Im- 
migration (see ‘‘Master agreement holders’’ for a list of 
these bodies). In this case, you need only obtain a letter 
of approval from your parent body stating the number 
of refugees your group will sponsor. This letter should 
be taken to your local CIC, where the necessary spon- 
sorship forms will be signed. 

All groups will be required to complete an ‘‘Inten- 
tion to Sponsor a Refugee or Member of a Designated 
Class’’ form. A plan for sponsorship should be attach- 
ed; it should outline how your group plans to raise the 
needed funds; the resources available for housing, 
clothing, food, furniture, job counselling, and medical 
and dental care; and the specific duties of each group 
member. 

The CIC will assess your group’s application to en- 
sure that you have arranged for reception and settlement 
and that your group has sufficient resources, skills, and 
resolve to meet its obligations. 

Once the CIC has accepted the application, you will 
be asked to list some basic facts about the type of refugee 
or refugee family your group feels best equipped to help. 
If you have a particular person or refugee family you wish 
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to sponsor, you should list their names, dates of birth, 
addresses, etc., on the form. Your application will then 
be sent to the appropriate visa office abroad. The per- 
sons named will be interviewed to establish whether they 
meet the criteria for Convention Refugees or Designated 
Class immigrants, as well as normal immigration 
requirements. 

If you do not wish to name a particular refugee or 
refugee family, you will be asked to specify the type of 
individual or family your group wishes to help. As well, 
you should be prepared to outline your preferences regar- 
ding their ages, from what world area you would like 
them to come, the number in the family, and related facts. 
The CIC will send your application to a central Cana- 
dian office that keeps files on families who need spon- 
sorship. You will then be given details about an individual 
or family who meets your needs, and asked to decide 
whether your group wishes to assist.

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Waiting for the refugees 


The time taken to identify and bring refugees to Canada 
varies from a few months to a year or more. A deter- 
mining factor is the situation in the country where the 
refugees are located. As well, the refugees may be in 
remote camps, hard to reach by Canada immigration of- 
ficers who must interview them. 

It usually takes a minimum of six months from the 
date the application to sponsor is accepted by the Canada 
Immigration Centre to the refugees’ arrival in Canada. 
In certain cases it may be longer, so you cannot make 
firm commitments for housing or employment. You will 
normally receive a notice of the refugees’ expected ar- 
rival date a week in advance. When you are advised, be 
prepared to act quickly. 

While you are waiting for the refugees’ arrival, there 
are many preparations to be made. The refugees will need 
a warm welcome, money, food, shelter, and other 
material goods. 

Many of the refugees will have had traumatic ex- 
periences on the journey from their homeland. After their 
arrival, they will need time to recover before starting to 
adapt to their new surroundings. During this initial 
period, they will also require your understanding and 
moral support. They will need friends aware of the many 
differences that they face and of their sense of loss and 
shock upon entering an unknown country and culture. 

Sponsors who learn all they can about the refugees’ 
background, culture, language, customs, social values, 
and religious beliefs — as well as the hardships endured 
in finding their way to Canada — will be best able to give 
the encouragement and support needed to help them 
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rebuild their lives. Armed with this understanding of the 
background of your refugees, you should start planning 
for their arrival. 

The most successful sponsoring groups are those that 
are stable and homogeneous, and whose members have 
strictly defined roles. These groups have a formal struc- 
ture and have regular meetings where planning, discus- 
sion, and decisions take place. A committee structure, 
with a chairperson, has proven effective. Under this plan, 
the committee assigns certain group members to take care 
of housing, clothing, furnishings, food, language and/or 
job training, employment, health, personal support, and 
funding. 

Preparation for the refugees’ immediate arrival 
should include a plan indicating which members will help 
the refugees get settled and cope with the everyday pro- 
blems they are likely to meet. The plan should also pro- 
vide for continuing human support and encouragement 
shared by group members. 

Sponsors who cannot speak the language of the 
refugees should locate an interpreter; your local im- 
migrant aid society may help you in this respect. You 
should also find a family physician and dentist, and ar- 
range for other essential family services. 

Other useful guidance is available from local ethnic 
and immigrant service associations. Contact your local 
CIC for a list of these bodies. 

You may also wish to contact your provincial 
ministry responsible for immigration.

Persons who are not a member of a sponsorship group 
but are interested in helping refugees may: 


m™ contact the local immigrant aid organization, ap- 
propriate ethnic groups, or CEC, and volunteer to help 
either by offers of accommodation, employment, or 
furniture in good condition, or by helping the refugees 
find their way in the community, or 


m get in touch with other interested individuals, communi- 
ty or church groups, and form a sponsoring group. 
Two or more groups may wish to join together, shar- 
ing resources for the purpose of sponsoring.

This booklet is intended for Canadian 
groups, organizations, and individuals 
interested in sponsoring refugees for immi- 
gration to Canada. It explains Canada’s 
refugee sponsorship program, outlining 
what sponsorship means, who can sponsor, 
the responsibilities of sponsors, how to 
apply, and the funds and other resources 
required. 
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Introduction 


In the world today, there are millions of refugees 
without a homeland. New outflows of displaced 
people are occurring at a faster rate than ever 
before in history, and they involve many more 
people. 

Resettlement in another country is necessary 
for only a minority of these refugees — less than 
10 per cent. But, for those 10 per cent resettle- 
ment can be crucial to survival. . 

Canada is one of the few nations that accepts 
refugees seeking freedom in a new land, and it 
has traditionally played a key role in resettlement 
programs. In fact, for humanitarian reasons it 
has accepted more than 400,000 refugees since 
World War II. 

In 1978, a new program was introduced to en- 
courage Canadians to get involved in refugee 
resettlement in a direct and personal way by 
forming private sponsorship groups. This pro- 
gram is not part of the government’s annually 
announced plan to accept and assist a certain 
number of refugees from specified world areas. 
Rather, through sponsorship, the government’s 
annual refugee plan can be augmented via the 
special commitments of private citizens and per- 
manent residents. No limit is set on the number 
or origin of privately sponsored refugees; this is 
governed by the generosity of concerned 
Canadians. 

This system, whereby the government and the 
private sector work hand in hand to help the less 


fortunate in the world, has worked well. During 
the Indochinese ‘‘boat people’’ crisis of 1979 and 
1980, 60,000 refugees were brought to Canada. 
Private groups and organizations sponsored 
34,000 of these, while the federal government 
sponsored 26,000. 

Since then, the response of Canadians to the 
plight of the world’s refugees has settled at a level 
closer to Canada’s historical level of assistance. 
However, the number of refugees in need of set- 
tlement assistance is still a cause for real concern, 
as strife-ridden areas throughout the world con- 
tinue to create more refugees. 

Individual Canadians can continue to play a 
major role in helping relieve the suffering of the 
world’s refugees by participating in the Refugee 
Sponsorship Program. To learn more about how 
to take part in this program, please read on. 


What is 
sponsorship? 


Through sponsorship, Canadians can bring to 
Canada refugees in whom they have a special in- 
terest or who would otherwise not be eligible for 
settlement here. There is no limit to the number 
of refugees that can be admitted in this way. 

Canadians who undertake sponsorship of a 
refugee or refugee family promise to provide 
resettlement assistance for a period of one year. 
This aid must cater to both the physical and emo- 
tional needs of the refugees, including food, 
clothing and shelter, as well as friendship and 
moral support. 

A commitment to help refugees must not be 
taken lightly — sponsors must be prepared to ac- 
cept both the strengths and the weaknesses of the 
people they sponsor, and to offer understanding 
as well as personal interest. Most refugees will 
need the serious and sustained support of their 
sponsors, including assistance to: 

e establish social and employment links in their 
community; 
e find suitable accommodation; 

e learn about Canadian culture and values; and 
e find and use local services (banks, schools, 
stores, doctors, dentists, churches, etc.). 

A sponsor’s personal care and attention are 
as important as helping the refugees meet their 


basic physical needs. 


Who can be sponsored 


The Refugee Sponsorship Program helps two 
groups of refugees outside Canada’s borders. 

The first group consists of Convention 
refugees, as defined in the Immigration Act, 
which follows the Geneva Convention. These 


_ persons have a well-founded fear of persecution. 


This fear may be for reasons of race, religion, 
nationality, political opinion, or membership in 
a certain social group. 

The second group includes persons oppressed 
in their own country or displaced by emergency 
situations, such as war or revolution. These 
refugees are described in special designated 
classes and admitted to Canada under the same 
selection criteria as those applied to Convention 
refugees. 


Who can sponsor 


Canadians can provide direct resettlement 

assistance in two ways: 

1) Groups of at least five Canadian citizens or 
permanent residents of legal age may sign in- 
dividual agreements with the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission 
(CEIC) through their local Canada Immigra- 
tion Centre. Local, legally incorporated 
organizations may also do so. 

or 

2) National or parent bodies with a 
humanitarian tradition may sign a formal 
Letter of Agreement with the Minister of 
Employment and Immigration. Through this 
contract, the parent body assumes full 
responsibility for the sponsorships of its 
member groups. These groups must consist 
of five or more Canadian citizens or perma- 
nent residents of legal age. They provide the 
actual support and services to the refugees. 
At least five persons are required so that spon- 

sorship duties can be shared. If one member is 

unable to meet a commitment, the task will be 
done by another and the refugee will not suffer. 

A smaller group would possibly lack the 
resources necessary to help the refugees 
assimilate into Canadian society. 


Responsibilities 
of sponsors 


Groups have certain responsibilities to the 
refugees they sponsor. These duties begin the day 
the refugees arrive in the community and con- 
tinue for one year. The federal government also 
provides specific services. Both are outlined 
below. 

Refugees are not expected to repay their spon- 
sors for resettlement assistance. However, spon- 
soring groups will not be held responsible if the 
refugees develop excessive debts or are sued or 
arrested. 

The following services are provided by 
sponsors. 


Material assistance 


Sponsors must provide the refugees with material 
assistance for one year. This consists of 
household effects, furnished accommodation, 
food, clothing, and incidental expenses. 

Accommodation may be in the residence of 
one of the sponsors or elsewhere. The dwellings 
must provide space and facilities adequate for 
all members of the refugee family. 

If the refugees become self-supporting before 
the end of their first year in Canada, sponsors 
will pay fewer expenses. However, if refugees are 
laid off work, sponsors must resume material 
assistance until the end of the year. Sponsored 
refugees are not eligible for welfare support dur- 
ing their first twelve months in Canada, although 
they can receive unemployment insurance 
benefits if they have completed a sufficient 
number of weeks of work and qualify in other 
respects. They are also eligible for allowances 
while on general language training courses. 


Health care 


Upon arrival in Canada, refugees are eligible for 
health care coverage under most provincial 
hospital and medical insurance plans. Groups 
should ensure that the refugees are registered 
immediately. 

Health insurance plans vary between pro- 
vinces. In some, the insurance takes effect after 
a certain waiting period; in such cases, sponsors 
must arrange private insurance coverage or pay 
health care costs until the provincial plan takes 
effect. In other provinces, sponsors may be re- 
quired to pay insurance premiums for the first 
twelve months. Detailed information and ap- 
plication forms on provincial insurance plans are 
available from the local Canada Employment 
Centre or from the department of health in the 
province concerned. 

Routine dental care, eye glasses, and drugs are 
not normally covered under provincial plans. As 
many refugees have had little such health care 
before coming to Canada, it is important that 
sponsors set aside enough money to look after 
these needs. Costs for such health care can be 
expensive, especially if a group is sponsoring 
more than one refugee. 

Before departure for Canada, all immigrants 
and refugees must undergo medical examina- 
tions. These include physical and medical history 
checks, with chest X-rays and other tests as in- 
dicated by health conditions in the refugee’s 
home country. Provincial health officials in 
Canada are advised of persons who have had 
communicable diseases or minor health problems 
that require follow-up on arrival. In any event, 
refugees should be put in touch with a family 
doctor as soon as they arrive in Canada. 


General orientation and moral support 


The emotional and practical support of sponsors 
is vitally important to the resettlement of 
refugees. 

To provide this support, sponsors should meet 
the refugees on their arrival, should ensure they 
are comfortably housed and clothed, and should 
guarantee they have sufficient food and other 
basic necessities. Thereafter, they should meet 
the refugees regularly, helping them to learn 
about their community. The refugees should be 
told about their rights — what is legal and what 
is not — about transportation to schools, and 
about recreation areas. They must also be shown 
how and where to shop, what to buy, and where 
to go for community and government services. 

This knowledge, and the sponsors’ personal 
involvement and friendship, will reassure 
refugees, allowing them to make the difficult ad- 
justment to a new culture easier. 


Services provided 
by the federal 
sovernment 


Transportation loans 


Refugees can obtain interest-free government 
loans to cover their travel costs to Canada. These 
are to be repaid within three years if the amount 
exceeds $1,000; for smaller sums, the repayment 
period is shorter. The repayment period can be 
extended by up to two years, if the original terms 
cause undue hardship for the refugee. Transpor- 
tation loans to handicapped refugees are often 
excused. 


Temporary medical assistance 


During the interval between when the refugees 
are admitted to Canada and when they reach 
their final destination in the country, the cost of 
any emergency will be covered by the federal 
government. This includes medical, dental, and 
hospital care. 
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Employment services 


Canada Employment Centres (CECs) provide 
job counselling and placement services to 
refugees; however, it is important that sponsors 
help refugees in their job search. The personal 
references and contacts of sponsors are often 
needed for the refugees to find suitable job 
openings, arrange interviews, and set up 
appointments. 

Before looking for work, refugees should ob- 
tain a Social Insurance Number (SIN) from a 
Canada Employment Centre. The SIN card 
shows that the refugee is legally allowed to work 
in Canada. 

If laid off due to no personal fault, the refugee 
may be eligible for unemployment insurance 
benefits. If this happens, the refugee should con- 
tact the nearest CEC. 


Language training 


A refugee’s chances for becoming a fully in- 
dependent member of Canadian society are 
greatly dependent upon fluency in English or 
French. Capability in either language increases 
the refugee’s job prospects, social well-being, 
Baances, tor ¢éducation, and ‘economic 
independence. 

Government-sponsored language courses are 
available to refugees intending to enter the labour 
force. These are provided through the refugee’s 
local CEC, and trainees receive a living allowance 

while they attend courses. These allowances will 
not cover all living expenses, so sponsors should 
continue to provide support. 

Refugees not entering the work force should 
attend the part-time language courses usually 
offered at local schools or community centres. 
Fluency in English or French will help counter 
feelings of alienation, loneliness, and 
dependence. 
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Occupational training 


If needed and available, refugees should enroll 
in government-sponsored full-time skills 
upgrading courses, arranged through the local 
CEC. As with the language courses, a living 
allowance will be provided while the refugee 
trains. 

As with employment, the access of refugees 
to occupational training is greatly dependent on 
language proficiency. As refugees must compete 
with Canadians for acceptance into these 
courses, those proficient in English or French will 
have a better chance of being admitted. Once 
accepted, their chances of success will also be 
greatly affected by their language ability. 


Family allowance 


Refugees are eligible for family allowance 
benefits and other social assistance programs 
available to Canadian citizens and permanent 
residents. However, for the refugees to qualify 
for such benefits, their dependants must be 
physically present in Canada or, having been ad- 
mitted to the country, be absent for a temporary 
period only. | 


On-going support 


During the period of sponsorship, officers of the 
CEIC will monitor the progress of all sponsor- 
ship groups and organizations on a regular basis. 
If sponsors encounter problems, they should call 
their Canada Immigration Centre for help. 
Officers there are ,experiencedy in wefuges 
resettlement and can give worthwhile advice 
concerning sponsorship commitments. 
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Joint assistance 
program 


The joint assistance program assists refugees 
who, because of a handicap or other special 
need, would not normally qualify for admission 
to Canada. Through this plan, the federal and 
provincial governments provide general settle- 
ment services, including maintenance costs 
(food, shelter and incidentals) and health and 
rehabilitation care; private groups offer com- 
munity orientation services, such as job search 
counselling, child care, transportation, and 
psychological support. Sponsorship is usually for 
a one- or two-year term. Only member groups 
of national organizations who have signed spon- 
sorship agreements with the CEIC can par- 
ticipate in this program. 
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Funds and 
resources required 
to sponsor 


It is difficult to estimate how much it will cost 
to sponsor a refugee or a refugee family. 
Regional differences in costs of living, the 
number of refugees sponsored, and the number 
and quality of donated items must be considered. 
Each group of sponsors should make their own 
calculations based on local prices for food, ac- 
commodation, and related material needs. 

Sponsors should also develop a plan to help 
the refugees manage their financial matters. Such 
a plan would include advancing the refugees a 
certain sum of money on a regular basis. In that 
way, the refugees will learn to budget for 
themselves and will attain a sense of in- 
dependence and responsibility. 

Sponsors should set aside enough money to 
support the refugees for one year. Refugees 
usually become self-supporting within eight 
months after coming to Canada; however, this 
time may be longer — particularly in difficult 
economic times. If after one year the refugees 
are still not self-sufficient, the sponsor’s legal 
obligation to assist them ends. In these cases, 
which are not numerous, government funding is 
available to help them until they can support 
themselves. 

Sponsors should note that refugees enrolled in 
language or skills training courses usually take 
longer to become self-supporting. 

Payments made to sponsoring groups or 
organizations can qualify as donations and are 
deductible for income tax purposes. The group 
must first be registered as a charity with 
Revenue Canada. For further information, ask 
Revenue Canada for its Information Circular on 
Registered Charities, No. 77-14. 
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Applying to sponsor 


Groups planning to undertake sponsorship 
should contact their local Canada Immigration 
Centre (CIC) and arrange to meet with a 
counsellor. 

At the CIC, local sponsorship groups will be 
asked to describe their group’s composition, size, 
and history. Members may also need to show 
proof of citizenship or residence, as well as 
evidence of income and other available resources. 

However, the members of your group may 
belong to a national or parent organization 
which has signed a sponsorship agreement with 
the Minister of Employment and Immigration 
Canada (see ‘‘Master Agreement Holders’’ for 
a list of these bodies). In this case, you need on- 
ly obtain a letter of approval from your parent 
body stating the number of refugees your group 
will sponsor. This letter should be taken to your 
local CIC, where the necessary sponsorship 
forms will be signed. 

All groups will be required to complete an ‘‘In- 
tention to Sponsor a Refugee or Member of a 
Designated Class’’ form. A plan for sponsorship 
should be attached, outlining how your group 
plans to raise the needed funds; the resources 
available for housing, clothing, food, furniture, 
job counselling, and medical and dental care; 
and the specific duties of each group member. 

The CIC will assess your group’s application 
to ensure that you have arranged for reception 
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and settlement and that your group has sufficient 
resources, skills, and resolve to meet its 
obligations. 

Once the CIC has accepted the application, 
you will be asked to list some basic facts about 
the type of refugee or refugee family your group 
feels best equipped to help. If you have a par- 
ticular person or refugee family you wish to 
sponsor, you should list their names, dates of 
birth, addresses, etc., on the form. Your applica- 
tion will then be sent to the appropriate visa of- 
fice abroad so that refugees may be interviewed. 

If you do not wish to name a particular refugee 
or refugee family, you will be asked to specify 
the type of individual or family your group 
wishes to help. As well, you should be prepared 
to outline your preferences regarding their ages, 
from what world area you would like them to 
come, the number in the family, and related 
facts. The CIC will send your application to a 
central Canadian office that keeps files on 
families who need sponsorship. You will then be 
given details about an individual or family who 
meets your needs, and asked to decide whether 
your group wishes to assist. 
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Waiting for 
the refugees 


The time taken to identify and bring refugees to 
Canada varies from a few months to a year or 
more. A determining factor is the situation in the 
country where the refugees are located. As well, 
the refugees may be in remote camps, hard to 
reach by Canada immigration officers who must 
interview them. 

It usually takes a minimum of six months from 
the date the application to sponsor is accepted 
by the Canada Immigration Centre to the 
refugees’ arrival in Canada. In certain cases it 
may be longer, so you cannot make firm com- 
mitments for housing or employment. You will 
normally receive a notice of the refugees’ ex- 
pected arrival date a few weeks in advance. When 
you are so advised, be prepared to act quickly. 

While you are waiting for the refugees’ arrival, 
there are many preparations to be made. The 
refugees will need a warm welcome, money, 
food, shelter, and other material goods. 

Many of the refugees will have had traumatic 
experiences on the journey from their homeland. 
After their arrival, they will need time to recover 
before starting to adapt to their new surround- 
ings. During this initial period, they will also 
require your understanding and moral support. 
They will need friends aware of the many dif- 
ferences that they face and of their sense of loss 
and shock upon entering an unknown country 
and culture. 

Sponsors who learn all they can about the 
refugees’ background, culture, language, 
customs, social values, and religious beliefs — 
as well as the hardships endured in finding their 
way to Canada — will be best able to give the 
encouragement and support needed to help them 
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rebuild their lives. Armed with this understand- 
ing of the background of your refugees, you 
should start planning for their arrival. 

The most successful sponsoring groups are 
those that are stable and homogeneous, and 
whose members have strictly defined roles. These 
groups have a formal structure and have regular 
meetings where planning, discussion, and deci- 
sions take place. A committee structure, with a 
chairperson, has proven effective. Under this 
plan, the committee assigns certain group 
members to take care of housing, clothing, fur- 
nishings, food, language and/or job training, 
employment, health, personal support, and 
funding. 

Preparation for the refugees’ immediate ar- 
rival should include a plan indicating which 
members will help the refugees get settled and 
cope with the everyday problems they are likely 
to meet. The plan should also provide for conti- 
nuing human support and encouragement shared 
by group members. 

Sponsors who cannot speak the language of 
the refugees should locate an interpreter; your 
local immigrant aid society may help you in this 
respect. You should also find a family physician 
and dentist, and arrange for other essential fami- 
ly services. 

Other useful guidance is available from local 
ethnic and immigrant service associations. Con- 
tact your local CIC for a list of these bodies. 

You may also wish to contact your provincial 
ministry responsible for immigration. 
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Other ways to 
help refugees 


Persons who are not members of a sponsorship 
group but are interested in helping refugees may: 


contact the local immigrant aid organization, 
appropriate ethnic group, or CEC, and 
volunteer to help by offers of accommodation, 
employment, or furniture in good condition, 
or by helping the refugees find their way in the 
community, 

or 
get in touch with other interested individuals, 
community or church groups, and form a 
sponsoring group; two or more groups may 
wish to join together, sharing resources for the 
purpose of sponsoring.

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The Refugee Sponsorship Program, 
introduced by the government in 1978, pro- 
vides a unique new system through which 
concerned Canadians can work together to 
develop support for displaced and perse- 
cuted people. And, because sponsored refu- 
gees are admitted to Canada over and above 
those accepted in the government’s annual 
refugee resettlement plan, it is now possible 
for private individuals to have a direct 
influence on the total number of refugees 
who can come to Canada. 


Canadian groups and _ organizations 
which undertake sponsorships promise to 
provide resettlement assistance for a refu- 
gee or a refugee family for a period of one 
year. This assistance includes provision of 
food, clothing and shelter, and also the 
friendship and moral support without which 
many newcomers cannot adapt to anew way 
of life and learn to feel at home in Canada. 


(This is not a legal document. For a precise, legal inter- 
pretation, please consult the 1976 Immigration Act and 


Regulations.) 
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The sponsorship program applies to two 
groups of refugees outside Canada’s 
borders. One group consists of Convention 
refugees as defined by the United Nations, 
that is, those having a well-founded fear of 
persecution for reasons of race, religion, 
nationality, political opinion, or membership 
in a particular social group. The other group 
includes those persons’ displaced by 
emergency situations and others whom the 
Government of Canada has recognized as 
specially designated classes for humani- 
tarian reasons. 


WHO CAN SPONSOR 


Canadian residents may enter into 
sponsorship agreements with the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission 
(CEIC) in two different ways: 


Local groups of at least five Canadian 
citizens or permanent residents (landed 
immigrants), 18 years of age or older, or 
local, legally incorporated organizations, 
may sign individual agreements at Cana- 
da Immigration Centres in their own com- 
munities, AND 


National organizations with a humani- 
tarian tradition may sign comprehensive 
agreements with the Minister responsi- 
ble for immigration, assuming responsi- 
bility for refugee sponsorships under- 
taken by their member groups across the 
country. 


In assessing applications from _ local 
groups and organizations, Canada Immi- 
gration Centres (CICs) will ensure that 
sponsoring members can arrange for re- 
ception and settlement and that they have 
sufficient resources, skills and resolve to 
meet their obligations in providing lodging, 
care and maintenance for refugees. 


Five adult members of the same family 
may act as sponsors if they have adequate 
resources and can carry out their sponsor- 
ship commitments; otherwise, the sharing of 
responsibilities with additional sponsors is 
advised. 


HOW TO APPLY 


All sponsoring groups should apply at 
Canada Immigration Centres in their own 
communities. 


If you belong to a local group or orga- 
nization not covered by a national agreement 
you will be required to supply information on 
the make-up, size and history of your group, 
and give the names of members who will be 
available to provide counselling and other 
services for the sponsored refugees. Group 
members may also be required to show proof 
of citizenship or residence, and evidence of 
income and other resources available to 
them. 


If your group is a member of a national 
organization that has already signed a spon- 
sorship agreement with the Minister, all you 
need to do is get a letter of approval from 
your parent body, take it to the local Canada 
Immigration Centre and sign the necessary 
documents. 


You may specify the number of people 
and the ethnic group you wish to help, and 
you may name a particular individual or 
family, but you should bear in mind that 
locating specific refugees is sometimes 
difficult and may take longer. 


WHAT SPONSORSHIP MEANS 


When groups and organizations under- 
take sponsorships they agree to provide cer- 
tain services for a period of one year from the 
date refugees arrive in the community where 
they will be living. These services and those 
provided by the CEIC are outlined below. 


The sponsorship group will provide: 


eMaterial assistance — furnished ac- 
commodation and household effects, 
food, clothing and incidental expenses 
for one year. 


Accommodation may be in the resi- 
dence of one of the sponsors or else- 
where, but it must have enough space 
and facilities for all members of the 
refugee family. 


If refugees become Self-Supporting be- 
fore the end of their first year in Canada 
(which they usually do), sponsors will 
pay fewer expenses than in the earlier 
months. But if workers are laid off be- 
fore the end of the year, sponsors will 
resume responsibility for all expenses 
for the remainder of the period. Spon- 
sored refugees are not eligible for wel- 
fare support during their first twelve 
months in Canada. 


eHealth care 


Refugees are eligible for coverage 
under provincial hospital and medical 
insurance plans as soon as they arrive 
in Canada, but it is up to the sponsoring 
group to ensure that they register im- 
mediately. And in provinces where it is 
required, Sponsors must pay insurance 
premiums for the first twelve months. 


Also, in provinces where there is a 
waiting period, sponsors must arrange 
private insurance or pay health care 
costs until the provincial plan comes 
into effect. 


¢General orientation and moral support 


Sponsors will welcome families by 
meeting them on arrival and ensuring 
that they are comfortably housed and 
clothed, and have sufficient food and 
other basic necessities. Group mem- 
bers will continue to devote their time 
on aregular basis to reassure refugees 
and help them learn about the com- 
munity — providing transportation to 
schools, recreation areas and other 
local facilities, and assisting them to 
shop, find employment, and_ gain 
access to needed community and gov- 
ernment services. 


The CEIC will provide: 
¢ Transportation loans 


Interest-free loans to cover the costs of 
transportation from abroad to the refu- 
gees’ destination in Canada — to be re- 
paid by refugees when they become 
self-supporting. 


eTemporary medical assistance 


Emergency hospital, medical and dental 
care in the interval between admission 
to Canada and arrival at final desti- 
nation. 


¢Employment services 


Job counselling and placement ser- 
vices from Canada Employment Centres 
in communities where refugees settle. 


e Language training courses 


Canada Employment Centres’ may 
arrange for full-time language courses 
for refugees entering the labour force, if 
their lack of English or French prevents 
placement in employment. Sponsors 
will continue to provide support and 
material assistance while refugees 
attend courses. 


¢Occupational training 


Refugees may enrol in full-time skill 
upgrading courses, if these are required 
and available. Occupational trainees 
will receive living allowances, to be 
supplemented by the sponsoring group. 


FUNDS REQUIRED 


Differences in the costs of living from 
one area to another, and in the size of refu- 
gee families, make it difficult to set the cost 
of sponsorship. However, groups should put 
aside enough money to cover estimated ex- 
penses for the first months and have the ca- 
pacity for generating additional funds if 
necessary. Refugees usually become self- 
supporting within four to six months of ar- 
rival, but it may take longer for some indi- 
viduals. 


Based on this time frame, sponsors who 
purchase all the necessary goods and ser- 
vices and pay rental costs can expect to 
spend between $1200 and $1500 for each 
refugee. Of course, the cost per person will 
be proportionately lower as the family size 
increases, and if your group can supply 
material necessities and Support services 
from the resources of yourown membership, 
the financial outlay will be reduced 
accordingly. 


INTERVIEWS WITH REFUGEES 


When your application to sponsor has 
been accepted, the CIC will ask you to fill out 
a form giving some basic facts about the type 
of family your group feels best equipped to 
help. 


Immigration officials stationed abroad 
will attempt to identify refugees who fit your 
description. The CIC will then advise you of 
their ages, the languages they speak, what 
education and work experience they have, 
and so on. Then, if your group decides to 
sponsor that family, you will sign documents 
naming the refugees and outlining the assist- 
ance you are to provide for them. 


Immigration officers try to select refu- 
gees who closely match those identified by 
Sponsors, but this may not always be possi- 
ble and you should be prepared to be flexible 
in this regard. 


TIME INVOLVED 


The time it takes to identify and bring 
refugees to Canada will vary, depending on 
the situation in the country where they are 
and whether immigration officers must travel 
to remote camps to interview them. 


Processing time, from the date appli- 
cations are accepted at Canada Immigration 
Centres until refugees arrive in Canada, 
normally ranges between one and three 
months, but it may take longer, so you 
should not make final commitments for ac- 
commodation or employment until you learn 
of their expected arrival date. When the CIC 
does advise you, you should be ready to act 
quickly. 


HOW SPONSORS CAN PREPARE 


While you wait for the refugees to arrive, 
there are many preparations to be made. 


The refugees will need money, food, 
shelter and other material goods. But they 
will also need the understanding and moral 
support of friends who have some know- 
ledge of the many differences they face in 
Canada, and of their profound sense of loss 
and shock upon entering an unknown coun- 
try and a foreign culture. Many will have had 
traumatic experiences on the journey from 
their homeland and will need time to recover 
before starting to adapt to their new sur- 
roundings. 


Sponsors who learn all they can about the 
refugees’ background, culture, language, 
customs, social values and religious beliefs 
— as well as the hardships endured in 
finding their way to Canada — will be better 
able to provide the encouragement and sup- 
port needed to help them rebuild their lives. 


It will be necessary to draw up a plan 
indicating which members of your group will 
be able to spend time with the refugees, 
helping them to get settled and to cope with 
the everyday problems they are likely to en- 
counter during their first weeks and months 
in the country. 


Sponsors who cannot speak the language 
of the refugee family should attempt to lo- 
cate interpreters. Also, they should find a 
family doctor and arrange for other essential 
family services. 


In preparing for the arrival of refugees 
useful guidance is usually available from 
local ethnic and immigrant service associ- 
ations, as well as from other sponsors in the 
community. 


YOUR COMMITMENT TO SPONSOR 


Refugees are people in trouble and 
making a commitment to help them is a 
serious responsibility; the amount and 
quality of your assistance may be the de- 
ciding factor in whether they will be able to 
adjust to life in Canada. 


Most refugees become financially self- 
reliant Sometime during their first six months 
in Canada, but long after this — even after 
your legal commitment has expired — they 
will still need your friendship and guidance 
to successfully adapt to their new country. In 
fact, earlier refugees tell us that their great- 
est need for this kind of personal support 
was after they became economically inde- 
pendent. 


Officers of Employment and Immigration 
Canada will maintain their interest in 
sponsorship projects and will keep in touch 
with groups concerning their progress; in the 
meantime, sponsors needing more _ infor- 
mation or advice should not hesitate to 
contact these officers. 


MORE ABOUT SPONSORSHIP 


The following are questions Canadians 
usually ask before deciding to become spon- 
sors. 


How can interested Canadians who are not 
part of a sponsoring group help refugees? 


e They can 

- contact the local immigrant aid orga- 
nizations, appropriate ethnic groups, or 
Canada Employment Centre, and volun- 
teer to help either by offers of ac- 
commodation, employment, or furniture 
in good condition, or by helping refu- 
gees find their way in the community, or 
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-get in touch with other interested 
individuals, Community or church 
groups, and form a sponsoring group. 
More than one group may wish to join 
together, sharing resources for the 
purpose of sponsoring. 


Why does it take at least five individuals to 
form a sponsorship group? 


elt is unlikely that a group of fewer than 
five people would have the time, money 
and expertise that is needed to Success- 
fully integrate a refugee family into 
Canadian society. Also, requiring five or 
more sponsors in a group Spreads the 
responsibility for sponsorship duties 
and ensures that the refugees will not 
suffer if a member of the group be- 
comes unable to meet his or her com- 
mitment. 


What health and medical services does the 
government provide for refugees coming to 
Canada? 


eAll refugees undergo a_e medical 
examination before their departure for 
Canada. ThiS examination includes 
complete physical and medical history 
checks, with chest X-rays, and other 
tests as indicated by health conditions 
in the country where the refugees lived. 
Provincial health authorities are then 
advised of persons who have previously 
had communicable diseases or minor 
health problems that may need follow- 
up in Canada. 


Sponsoring groups should not hesitate 
to refer refugees to private physicians if 
they notice or suspect health problems. 
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What is the sponsoring group’s legal 
responsibility for a sponsored refugee? 


*A sponsorship is a type of legal 


commitment whereby a group of people 
undertakes to provide certain material 
and other resettlement services for one 
or more refugees for a period of one 
year. This does not mean that members 
of the sponsoring group, during this 
year or later, will be held responsible in 
the unlikely event that a sponsored refu- 
gee contracts excessive debts, or is 
sued or arrested. 


Can payments made to groups and orga- 
nizations who sponsor refugees qualify as 
donations and be deductible for income tax 
purposes? 


Payments of this nature are deductible, 


but only if the recipient group or orga- 
nization is registered as a Charity with 
the Department of National Revenue, 
Taxation. 


With such registration, groups or orga- 
nizations may issue deductible receipts 
for financial contributions made by their 
membership or from other sources in 
Support of the refugees they have spon- 
sored. For further information ask Reve- 
nue Canada for their Information Circu- 
lar on Registered Charities, No. 77-14.
